THE TARIFF. 

THE DAY BRINGS FORTH GREAT CHANGES 
AND NECESSARILY ALTERS THE ATTI- 
TUDE OF THK DEMOCRATS—-THE REDUC- 
TIONS ALL REJECTEDBY THE SENATE. 
WasuineTon, D. C., Feb., 12.—|Special.}— 

Mr. Morrill announced in the Senate this 

afternoon that he expected to finish the 

Tariff bill tonight. The anzouncement was 

received with cynical smiles, An hour after 

this statement was made . Sherman was 
permitted to make his motion to put pig- 
iron where it was fixed by the committee 

—$6.72 per ton—and a debate was begun, 

the end of which no one at the day séssion 

was able to forecast. Mr. Beck said that, if 
that was to be allowad, the 4th of March 
would find the Senate still discussing the 
metal schedule, and, as the yellow 
gas-light shone down upon the Senate 
Chamber when this predietion was made, In- 
dicating that another day had gone, it 
seemed very possible that his prediction 
might be verified.

Gen. Logan also announced that delega- 
tions of vinegar manufacturers were on the 
way here from Chicago and Milwaukee. He 
showed that apples are an uncertain crop, 
liable to regular years of failure, and 
in those years the commerce of the 
West could only obtain vinegar at extoftion- 
ate prices. The vinegar men will save their 
factories, but their visit to Washmeton will 
not lose its purpose, as Warner Miller imme- 
diately introduced a bill, referred to the 
Finance Committee, which proposes to re- 
peal the law, just as che apple-orchard 
amendment did. The vinegar men will have 
ay opportunity to go before the committee 
and explain what safeguards can de put 
about the law to prevent the frauds upon 
the revenue which undoubtedly have been 
perpetrated by some of the vinegar distillers. 


THE NIGHT SESSION MAKES A KALEIDOSCOPIC 
CHANGE IN THE SITUATION. 

The gas had hardly been lighted when the 
talk upon pig-iron, which Beck had threat- 
ened might last till March 4, suddenly 
stopped, and votes were taken in rapid suc- 
cession until the iron and wool schedules 
were passed over and the sugar schedule 
reached. The results showed that the prin- 
ciple of compromise or log-rolling to which 
recourse has been had to adjust various 
difficulties in connection with the bill had 
proved successful, as one after an- 
other of the prominent reductions which 
had been made by the Senate 
in Committee of the Whole were 
reconsidered and the rates put back 
substantially to where they were as the 
bill was reported by the Finance Committee.

This motion was lost, 
however, by a vote of only 25 to 26, but when 
he moved another amendment to make the 
duty specific at $6.50 per tonit was agreed

was effected. Mr. Sherman seemed meas- 
urably content with this, and well he.might 
be, as $6.50 a ton is a reduction of but 50 
cents a ton un pig-iron below the rate of the 
existing tarilf. 

THE “LUMBER TRADE.“ 

When the wood schedule was reached it 
was discovered that a combination had been 
made to take lumber off the free list and re- 
store it to the 20 per cent ad valorem rate, 
which was fixed by the Finance Committee. 
This was done by a vote of 15 to 


28. None of the Kepublicans who 
voted to put lumber on the 
free list before changed their yotes. The 


four Republicans, Ingalls, Mobil. Plumb, 
and Van Wyck, by whose votes rough lum- 
ber was put upon the free list in committee, 
stood by their colors, but this did not avail 
against the log-rolling. The result was aec- 
complisned by absenteeism on the part ot 
those who might be presumed to favor put- 
ting lumber on the free list, some of whom 
did so vote when the proposition was carried 
in Committee of the Whole. There were 
some changes. Gorman, in, Committee of 
the Whole, voted to put lumber on 
the free list; tonight he voted 
to nen-concur in that amendment, thus re- 
storing lumber to the dutiable list. Gorman 
has had various Maryland interests to pro- 
tect—tin, chemicals, and other things—and 
he has received consideratiop. ahone 
voted to put lumber on the free list in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, yet Mahone tonight 
voted in substance inst this. He has an 
eye to sor-ore, Wax has been reserved to 
tomorrow.

THE DAY’S PROCEEDINGS IN THE HOUSE 

WITHOUT PITH OR MOMENT. 

The fight over the Tariff billin the House 
was renewed today with less spirit than 
usual, members on both sides apparently 
having n to realize that they are simply 
beating the air in their efforts to pass the 
Ways and Means bill. Even if there was a 
hearty desire on the part of.the Democrats 
to have the bill passed, and if the Republie- 
ans were all equally sincere and hearty, and 
no parliamentary obstacles should be im- 

d, it would probably be physically 
— to get through the dutiable 
list in the Committee of the Whole before 
the 4th of March. But there is much more 
to be done that must be done besides the 
Tariff bill. The fight began this morning 
over trace-chains, and there was a lively dis- 
cussion, which lasted an hour or more, the 
resuit of which was a reduction of one-quar- 
ter of one cent per pound on all chains more 
than three-eighths of an inch in diameter, 
those less than that being placed at 35 per 
cent ad valorem, instead of two and a halt 
cents per und as recomiyend- 
ed by the ays and Means Commit- 
tee. The motions for the reductions 
were made by Anderson, Dunnell, 
and Tucker, and the result of each was re- 
ceived with considerable applause on the 
Democratic side. A number of Republicans 
voted for the reduction in each case, and 
each was carried by nearly twenty majority. 
When the paragraph relating to steel ingots, 
blooms. slabs, etc., weighing less than 30 
pounds each was reached, there was anoth- 
er lively discussion, which * one time 
verged upon a bitter personal controvers 
— Maskell and Carlisle. ‘The bill 
was finally modified 80 as pro- 
vide that “upon all the forms, deseri 
tions, and shapes of steel embraced in this

Au Unusual Decision by an Ohio Judge.

EX-GOV. MORGAN PASSING AWAY. 

New York, Feb. 12,—(Special.]—The 
friends of ex-Gov. E. D. Morgan were a good 
deal alarmed today. It was reported on the 
street at 2 o’clock this afternoon that Mr. 
Morgan was dying. It was made the occa- 
sion of some activity in the stock market at 
the time, The report happily proved un- 
true. t Gov. Morgan was regarded as 
dangerously ill, however, was beyond de- 
nial. Gov. Morgan has been out of health 
fora long time, his sufferings growing out 
of a complication of disorders. Of these 
the one that has caused him the most dis- 
comfort of late is a weakness of the 
heart, due, it is thought, to fatty degenera- 
tion. ‘This has manifested itself in several 
attacks. within the last two weeks, which 
caused him excruciating pain in the chest 
and impeded the operation of breathing. He 
spoke of their attacks on several eo ge 
to nis business partners, and complained o 
the growing difficulty that attended his vis- 
its to his place of business in Ex- 
change place, which, nevertheless, he con- 
tinued with only occasional interruption until 
last Saturday. Ordinarily he has been at 
his desk four or five hours a day, transacting 
business with his old-time energy, and full 
of interest in the commercial, financial, and 

litical oceurrences of theday. On 9 
he was seized with anotherattack, of whic 
the most prominent — 4 was the heart- 
affliction. and was obliged to keep te his bed. 
His family physician was summoned, and at 
once said that the attack was more than 
ordinarily severe. 

THE CRISIS. 

He remained with him throughout the day 
and night, and today visited him almost 
hourly. Atilo’elock this morning a crisis 
seemed to be reached, and for a time the 
friends and watchers at his bedside feared 
that he would not outlive the night. The 
strong will-power which railed against the 
ex-Governor’s infirmities last summer 
seemed, however, to come to his help again, 
and he not only lived through the night but 
began to mend, untilin the afternoon and 
evening the inquires as to his condition were 
answered at house with the state- 
ment that he was greatiy improved over his 
condition at the same hour on Sunday, and 
that he was comparatively comfortable. 
Nevertheless his friends did not conceal 
their apprehensions touching the eventual 
outcome of the attack. In the early portion 
of the day he was much of the time uncon- 
scious, partly, no doubt, if not wholly, by 
reason of the morphine administered to ease 
his sufferings, and he did not recognize 
his pastor, the Rev. Henry J. Van Dyck, 
who called to see him in the fore- 
noon. In the afternoon, however, his 
mind was clear, and he described his condi- 
tion as comfortable. Gov. Morgan’s business 
partners, John T. Terry and Solon Hum- 
phreys, spent considerable time at the house, 
and were kept constantly advised all day as 
to his condition. There was a constant 
stream of callers at the house tonight, hard- 
ly a minute passing without the arrival of 
some friends, who came with anxious in- 
quiries or a message with a note of con- 
dolence to Mrs. Morgan. A few men who 
were near in friendship to the sick man re- 
mained all night at the house. 


“A BRIEF PANIC. 
HAPPY RESULTS OF COOLNESS. 

New York, Feb. 12.—/[Special.|—A panic, 
brief and harmless, occurred at the New Cos- 
mopolitan Theatre, at Forty-first street and 
Broadway, at 10 o’clock tonight, in the per- 
formance of Fritz in Ireland.“ It was the 
opening performance at the place, remodeled 
and under a new manager, and there’ was a 
large audience.

There was a confused, 
rumbling sound., and then the voices of the 
ushers and doorkeepers were heard urging 
the people to go back and assuring them that 
nothing was the matter. Many took the ad- 
vice, but some kept on out to the street. 
W hen the excitement had subsided the cause 
of the alarm was learned. The spectators in 
the gallery had seen a« small snail-like 
flame on the front of the curtain to 
the right near the top, about on a line with 
the highest tier of boxes. It ran along afew 
feet and then crept npward in several paral- 
lel lines. The curtain was promptiy run 
down, and the flames were extinguished. 
Only the woolly substance on the curtain 

ad been scorched, and it was not even 
burned through. A number of women had 
tainted, and some had come very near it, and 
had requ 1 the attention of their es- 
corts. “ Fritz Emmet came forward and 
said: This curtain is fire-proof; there is 
no danger; take your seats.”’ 


VELVETS. 
CONCLUSION OF A CUSTOMS CASE. 
New York, Feb. 12.— [Special. The firm 


| of E. Oelbermann & Co. imported thirty-four 


cases of velvets in June, 1879, which they en- 
tered in the custom-house ata valuation of 
$12,918. Some of the cases were sent to the 
public stores for examination and appraisal, 
and their value was advanced by the local 
Appraiser more than 10 per cent. The im- 
porters demanded a reappraisement, which 
was had before General-Appraiser Ketchum 
and Levi M. Bates, the latter as merchant 
appraiser. Mr. Bates made a report advanc- 
ing the value of the velvets 94 cent, while 
the report of the General Appraiser made an 
advance of 19 per cent. An appeal to the 
Collecter was decided against the importers, 
sustaining the report of the General Ap- 
praiser, which required the importers to pay 
60 per cent duty upon the advanced vaiua- 
tion. As this advance was more than 10 per 
cent, they were compelled under the law to 
pay a penalty of 20 per cent upon the entire 
advancement. The decision of the collector 
was sustained by the Secretary of 
the ‘Treasury. The firm then brought 
a . suit against the Collector in 
the United States Cireuit Court. 
The trial took place before Judge Cove and 
a jury, and resulted in a verdict today for 
the plaintiff for $4, the full amount of 
the overcharge, with interest from Oct. 4 
1879. This is the last of the celebrated 
„velvet cases, which arose in 1879, of which

A Pastoral Letter from Bishop Duhamel 
Denouncing the Atheistic Press—The 
Viceregal Party. 

Orrawa, Ont.,’ Feb. 12.—[Speciel.|—A pas- 
toral letter from his Lordship Bishop Du- 
hamel respecting newspapers was read in all 
the Catholic churches of the city yesterday. 
His Lordship instructs the clergy and laity 
of his diocese to discourage all publications 
which oppose the behests of civil and ecclesi- 
astical authority, which preach revolt against 
revealed religion, and indulge in attacks 
upon ecclesiastical persons or ceremonies. 
All secular publications treating of religious 
questions are strictly forbidden, because in 
these publications Christian truth is disfig- 
ured, often misrepresented, and frequently 
held up most unjustly to the ridicule of 
the reader. His Lordship does not 
condemn non-Catholic publications indis- 
criminately, pointing out that there are some 
the itors of which “ courageously pursue 
the litical, industrial, or civilizing end 
which they have in view, and who for all the 
world would not stoop to propagate lies or 
calumnies against Catholics or Catholicism. 
Such newspapers and their editors are de- 
clared to be in every sense of the word re- 
spectable, and it is not the wish of the 
chureh to oppose in the least their conscien- 
tious efforts for the good of the coun- 
try.” The pastoral further points out 
that certain newspapers calling them- 
selves Catholic often contain false 
and dangerous ideas, their editors not being 
as scrupulous as they should be on questions 
of morality. Such abuses are regarded as 
very serious and too frequent. His Lordship 
strongly condemns those newspapers that 
make it a point to belittle ecclesiastical! r- 
sons and others worthy of defense and re- 
spect, as well as religious communities, and 
institutions that are eminently Catholic.

THIEVES AND A BANK. 


The Story of the Recovery of a Stolen 
$1,500,000—Red Leary Its Custodian— 
Negotiations That Falled—Scott and 
Dunlap in Prison Cause His Arrest, 
and Thereupon the Northampton 
Bank’s Vaults Fill Up Again. 

[New York Sun.]—The Northampton 
Bank defended successfully last week an ac- 
tion brought in the United States Court in 
this city to recover $10,000, the value of 
bonds which Mrs. Fannie D. Wylie had on 
deposit for safe-keeping in the bank at the 
time of the famous robbery in 1876. The 
manner in which the bank recovered from 
the thieves $1,500,000 in securities was partly 
told for the first time in the evidence. Many 
of the details that might have been told by 
Detective Pinkerton, when he was on the 
stand, were notelicited. With those details 
supplied by him, the story of the recovery of 
the $1,500,000 of securities is as follows: 

For a year after the robbery the bank offi- 
eers were constantly receiving propositions 
for the return of the stolen securities. These 
propositions came from lawyers in this city, 
and most of the correspondence was by ad- 
vertisements. At no time was the difference 
between the price the thieves asked and the 
price the bank would pay reduced to less 
than $100,000, Asarule in such cases the 
thieves demand from 50 to 60 per cent of the 
value of the stolen property, and the losérs 
do not want to pay more than 25 or 30 per 
cent. In this instance the burglars at first 
demanded 75 per cent. 

Atter negotiating for a year, the bank, de- 
cided to act upon the advice offered” by 
Pinkerton’s Agency, and cause the arrest of 
as many of the thieves as could be caught. 
The detectives argued that it was useleas to 
hope for the return of the property until 
some of the thieves were in.the hands of the 
law. Shortly after this decision was reached 
Scott and Dunlap, the latter the leader of 
the gang, were arrested in Philadel- 

hia. They .were about tak a train 

South to commit another burglary. They 

were convicted at Northampton, and sen- 

tenced to gy years’ imprisonment. At 
the same time indictments were obtained 
against Red Leary, Shang Draper, Conn 
and others ot the gang. They were arrest 
and lodged in Ludlow street jail, from which 

Leary and Connors escaped penaing the long 

litigation over their extradition. The bank 

fought their cases to the Court of Appeals 
and through the Supreme Courtof the United 

States. 

In the meantime a good deal of quiet at- 
tention was devoted to Dunlapand Scott. Ili 
was known that the former was the brains 
and leader of the party. It was said and be- 
lieved of him that he always insisted before 

oing into any job that if the plunder was to 
be held for ransom it should left in one 
man’s hands, that he should be the man. 

For this and other reasons he was believed 

to hold the key to the Northampton Bank’s 
roperty. After the pair had been in prison 
or some time they caused word to be 

brought to the officers of the bank that 
they could effect the return of all the 
stolen securities except the Government 
bonds and $100,000 of the other securities. 

They had been kept in separate confinement. 

Persons representing the bank went to them. 

Both insisted that Dunlap alone controlled 

the property, and that he would surrender in 

return for a pardon or a new trial for both. 

They said that before the robbery was com- 

mitted it was agreed that all of the railroad 

and similar securities should be held in 
buik for redemption by the bank. The 

Government bonds, amounting to about 

$40,000, the $12,000. or $13,000 in 

cash were divided at once. Two days 
before they were arrested $100,000 of the 
most available securities were set apart to be 
utilized in raising “fall money — chat is, 
mouey to help out any of the gang who 
might be arrested. Part of this $100,000 was 
the $25,000 ia bonds belonging to Director 

Hinckley of the bank, which he recovered by 

paying $6,000 for while Scott and Dunlap 

were being tried. The bonds which Mrs. 

Wylie sought to recover the value of from 

the bank were also part of this $100,000, 

The bank was convineed that Dunlap con- 
trolled the securities, and efforts were made 
to accede to his terms, but to no purpose, 
The various Governors who were appealed 
to declined to listen to any proposition for 
the mitigation of the sentences of the men. 
Gov. Long said that it was beneath the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts to enter- 
tain fora moment any such proposition as 
the two imprisoned robbers made. lie said 
that when they gave some indications of 
penitence by returning the propert and 
doing — * in their power to make res- 
titution, it would be time enough to make ap- 

ais for clemency. 

Beall this time Scott and Dunlap had appar- 

ently found means of communicating with 

their associates who were out of prison and 
with each other, probably through their rel- 
atives, who were allowed by law to visit 
them at certain times. Both made attempts 
to escape on the same day, and were aided 
on the outside. For over three years and a 
half they stuck to, the story that Dunlap 
alone coutrolled the stolen securities, apd 
his terms were a pardon or new trial for 
both. ‘Meantime Seott fell sick, and his dis- 
ease developed into quick consumption. His 
mother—a very resvectable Christian — 
liv near Warsaw, Lil.—visited him an 
urged him to make restitution. The dytng 
burglar accepted her advice. Dunlap was 
made acquainted with his companion’s 
wishes, and apparently being influenced by 
them, as well as convinced that ne could not 
better his own condition until he had done

Leary apparently paid no attention to this 
letter for a long time. It was presumed that 
he wanted time to communicate with his as- 
soclates in and out of prison. It is r- 
ally umed that he obtained the consent 
of all the thieves interested to the surrender. 
About three weeks after he got the letter 
from Scott and Duniap, word came 
to the bank officers that an attorney 
in this city could tell them where 
the securities could be found. Through 
that attorney the securities were recovered 
from a safe-deposit company in this. city. 
They were in good condi: though damp. 
It is presumed that they nad been buried,

t is also believed that Leary alone knew 
hiding-place, and that he revealed it by means 
of diagram conveyed out of the prison. 

When Leary and the others were put on 
trial Scott and Dunlap did not ap 12 
them.

It is 
said that $30,000 would be a fair estimate of 
the amount spent by the bank in fighting the 
thieves. Detective Pinkerton says that he 
never knew of a similar instance of perse- 
verance on the part of a bank. 

In Mrs. Wylie’s suit against the bank it 
was shown _the bonds she sought to re- 
cover had been traced to Fraukfort, Ger- 
many, where they had been offered for sale 
by Alfred E. Lagrave. In his testimony, 
Detective Pinkerton spoke ot Lagrave as the 
largest dealer in stolen securities he ever 
knew. Lagrave is a Frenchman about 4 

ears old, siender, and polite adcress. 

n 1878 Lagrave was the d 
business ju this city. 
his creditors, among whom were 
H. B. Claflin & Co, who caused 
Lagrave’s arrest in Europe, whither 
he had fled. Lagrave was extradited from 
France upon a charge of burglary in the 
third degree. is charge could not- be 
sustained and the swindling he had been 
guilty of was not an extraditable offense, he 
fought for his freedom while he lay for some 
months in Ludlow street.

The Legislature can scarcely refuse to pay 
proper deference to such an expression, 
backed up, as it is, by popular approval and 
the public interest. 


THE LOG-ROLLING ON THE 
BILL BEGINS. 

The action of the Senate last night upon 
the Tariff bill shows that the era of compro- 
mise and log-rollmg has begun, with a very 
strong probability that before itis over the 
protectionists will be perfectly satisfied with 
the measure. Mr. Sherman has succeeded 
in getting a duty of $6.90 per ton on pig-iron 
and can exchange congratulations with the 
lumber barons for whose benefit the Senate 
has stultified itself by again subjecting lumber 
to a 20 per cent ad valorem tax. It will be nec- 
essary in order to square accounts all round 
that Mr. Mahone shall be allowed nis $2 per 
ton duty on iron-ore, that the manufacturing 
interests of Maryiand shall be taken care of 
in a manner agreeable to Mr. Gorman, and 
that the Philadelphia book-peddlers shall be 
protected in their publication of trash by 
the assessment of a tax on books. When 
these details have been amicably arranged, 
as they will be with very little delay, there 
will be nothing to stop the passageof the 
Finance Committee bill by the Senate.

of the Senate was made possible was 
ful alike to all who participated in 
the deal—to the Senators who changed their 
votes for the benefit of the robber monopo- 
lists, and to those who, with less courage, 
simply sneaked out of the way and attempt- 
ed to evade responsibility by a convenient 
absence. The people of the West will note 
with satisfaction that the four Republican 
Senators—Ingalis, McDill, Plumb, and Van 
Wyck—by whose votes in Committee of the 
Whole rough lumber was put on the 
free list stood by their colors. They at 
least will have nothing to apologize for or 
to explain. But even with these only fifteen 
Senators could be found to vote to approve 
the action taken in committee. Absenteeism 
proved the most powerful ally of the log- 
rolling combination, which was only called 
upon to poll twenty-eight of its available 
votes, and can probably obtain by making the 
necessary concessions as many more as may 
be needed to retain the advantage which has 
been gained. The tactics which has served 
to pass a $20,000,000 River and Harbor steal 
through the House has been adopted in the 
Senate, and the transplanted growth takes 
kindly to the new soil. 

It is possible that among the Republicans 
who shirked these test votes on iron and 
lumber some may have been actuated bya 
desire to secure the passage of a bill of some 
kind. They may have believed that as a 
matter of party policy it would be better that 
a Tariff ba should be passed by a Repub- 
lican Congress than that all proposed legis- 
lation on the subject should be deferred un- 
til the next session. But the demand of the 
American people, as the temporizers and 
compromisers will undoubtedly realize in 
the future, is for a real tariff-refonn

HOW THE HIGH LICENSE QUESTION 
WORKS. 


There was printed in the last issue of Tue 
Tripune a letter from a gentieman who has 
resided for several years in two Iowa towns, 
Corning and Creston, the former dominated 
by prohibition sentiment, the latter by a very 
high license system, the tax being $1,600 per 
annum. In these two towns prohibition and 
high license are carried to ultimate extremes. 
In Creston there are but four saloons, which 
prove to be sufficient to supply all the drink- 
ers, and three policemen, who are able to 
take care of the peace. The four saloons are 
kept in the most orderly manner, and comply 
promptly with every municipal regulation. 
Notwithstanding the small number of police- 
men, a breach of the peace scarcely ever oc- 
curs. Life and property are protected, and 
law and order are respected in the commu- 
pity. 

In Corning, where liquor is not allowed to 
be sold, but is prohibited, there is vastly more 
drunkenness than in Creston, and the people 
are in continual litigation, quarrels, and 
trouble. Even boys, who could not obtain 
liquor in Creston, are found drunk in the 
streets of Corning. As usual, prohibition 
does not prohibit, and the condition of the 
town is much worse than that of Creston, 
where the high-license system prevails. 
Here is a decisive test of the two systems in 
towns side by side. 

The testimony of Senator Hunt as to the 
operation of high license in Edgar County, 
in this State, is equally to the point. In 
Paris, the county-seat, a town of 5,000 inhab- 
itants, the license during the last year has 
been raised to $800 for each saloon. Since 
the raising of the license the number of sa- 
loons has been decreased one-half from what 
it was when the license was low. The char- 
acter of the saloons has been improved in 
like proportion. Disreputable men have been 
forced out of the business. There have been 
no drunken tramps, vagrants, and loafers 
hanging about saloons and stealing out at 
night to waylay, assault, and rob citizens on 
the streets. Those who will drink goto the 
saloons in an open and public manner, take 
their swigs, and go about their business. 
There is no concealment, no rowdyism, and 
the open and orderly character of the saloon 
prevents the disreputable and lawless pro- 
ceedings which go on behind screens and in 
back rooms in low-license and no-license 
towns. 

Even the most fanatical opponents of high 
license will not question the truth of these 
statements as to its beneficial practical work- 
ings; but a favorit argument with such 
cranks is the impracticability of enforcing 
it. “How can you carry it out?“ they say, 
and “How are you going to prevent 
swarms of fellows from selling liquor 
surreptitiously on the sly?” and the same 
questions have also been asked in Legis- 
lative discussions. Senator Hunt has some- 
thing to say on ‘this point whieh we 
commend to the doupdting Thomases in 
Springfield. “Whien a high license is en- 
acted those who pay the license are pecunia- 
rity interested in the enforcement of the law 
against sellmg by anybody else without a 
license, and will of themselves vigilantly see 
to it that those who do not pay license shall 
not sell.“ This is absolute truth. In Omaha, 
Lincoln, Elgin, Joliet, Aurora, Decatur, and 
every town or city where high license pre- 
vails, the municipal authorities are actively 
reinforced by those who pay the high license 
to detect others wanting to seli who evade 
the payment in any manner. 

There are from four to six hundred men in 
this city who are selling without license, and 
who are enabled to do so because it is too 
much trouble oa the part of those who pay 
to make any fuss over the small matter of a 
dollar a week, Were the license,fee $500 
instead of $52, the sneak venders would be 
routed out in a week’s time and have to guilt. 
liigh license is a police measure of itself. As 
soon as Brown has paid 8500 a year for the 
privilege of “doing business” he is at once 
determined to see that Smith and Jones also 
pay their little $500, and that no irresponsi- 
ble persons open grogshops to undersell 
him. He is at once interested in an absolute 
and thorough enforcement of the law; other- 
wise he is discriminated against in a 
most unfair and unbusinesslike manner. 
It is with those who pay a mat- 
ter of self-preservation, and self-preservation 
is the first law of a saloonkeeper as well as 
of humanity in general. Hence, through 
the vigilance of the police, assisted by the 
self-interest of the saloonkeepers, the low, 
dirty, disreputable dens will be weeded out. 
The business will purify itself. The saloons 
will be of a better class. The saloonkeepers 
will be df a better class of men also, and 
their places will be kept in an orderly and 
respectable manner, instead of being traps 
for the enticement dt boys, shelters for 
thieves and prostitutes, and sink-holes of 
crime and disorder. 


JURY TRIALS IN CIVIL CASES. 
Some days ago Tue Tinu pointed out 
the statute which substitutes for Cook Coun- 
ty a charge of $6 for plaintiffs and 81.50 to 
defendants in lieu of all costs in civil cases, 
including the cost of the jury when one is 
demanded, which often amounts to ten times 
the cost fee. It was maintained at that time 
that this provision, which releases the liti- 
gants from a large item of expense and 
shifts the expense upon the County 
Treasury, was responsible for a larger num- 
ber—perhaps a majority—of the jury trials in 
civil cases than would otherwise obtain, and 
it was suggested that a change in the law 
whereby the cost of the jury should be as- 
sessed in equal proportion upon the litigants 
would enormously reduce the number of 
jury trials and save the county a heavy ex- 
pense, and in like proportion abate the evils 
and abuses incident to the jury system. A 
correspondent of Tue TRIBUNE now calls 
attention to the fact that a city paper, not 
renowned for its legal acumen, absurdly, 
insists that such a change in the law 
would be a violation of the Federal Constl- 
tution. «In support of this statement the 
constitutional amendments are cited which 
provide (1) for indictment by grand jury in 
the case of capital or otherwise infamous 
crime; (2) the guarantee of a jury trial to 
every defendant in a criminal case; and (8) 
the right of trial by jury in civil cases where 
the value in controversy exceeds $90. Our 
correspondent points out the nonsense of the 
criticism by citing the Supreme Court decis- 
ions which have held these amendments to 
be restrictions upon Federal power, and in 
no way applicab'e to the State courts. 

This answer exposes the legal ignorance 
of the writer who objected to Tun Tum 
UNBE’s proposition on constitutional grounds; 
but there is another answer which will ex- 
pose his lack of common sense. The propo- 
sition to assess the cost Of the jury equally 
upon the parties to the litigation, instead of 
making ita public charge, isin no wise an 
abridgment of any right of jury trial which 
may be guaranteed by the Constitution, or 
in any other way. The Constitution does not 
undertake to determine how the cost of the 
jury system shall be defrayes, even in the Fed- 
much less in the State courts, 
and as a matter of fact the litizants fh 


that the party calling for a jury in a Justice’s 
court shall advance the jury fees, which are 
ultimately charged in the costs of the suit. 
Justices of the Peace in this State have a 
jurisdiction ovor cases involving as much as 
$200; consequently the provision of the 
United States Constitution about civil cases 
where the value in controversy is as much as 
$20 must be violated by the present law if 
there were any abridgment of jury rights in 
assessing the cost of the jury on litigants. 
The objection urged to Tun Tripunn’s 
suggestion is of no force whatever either 
legally or asa matter of policy. The State 
has a perfect right to assess the cost of juries 
in civil cases upon the parties to the sults. 
That practice would be much falrer to the 
public than the present practice, and it would 
be no hardship upon the litigants, who could 
dispense with the cost of a jury whenever 
they wanted to do so. Much of the delay, 
cost, and corruptuon of litigation would be 
spared by making litigants pay equally for 
their juries, because in a great majority of 
civil cases both parties would then agree to 
leave their dispute to the Judge, who in 
nivety-nipe cases out of every hundred is 
better prepared by his intelligence, disin- 
terestedness, and knowledge of law to decide 
fairly than any jury likely to be hnpaneled 


would be. 


GRANT'S RECIPROCITY’ TREATY WITH 
MEXICO. 

Gen, Grant makes a strong argument for 
reciprocal trade with Mexico, as provided in 
the treaty which hu recently negotiated with 
the Mexican authorities, and now before the 
United States Senate for ratification. 

There is one point which, in the absence of 
all others, should prompt the American Gov- 
ernment to agree upon any fair terms of 
reciprocity. The commerce of Mexico is 
now controlled by European merchants who 
are unanimously opposed to reciprocity with 
the United States. Mexico ls a part of the 
same continent and is separated from the 
United States only by a river, which can 
be forded in some places, and the rela- 
tions between the two countries are mani- 
festly all wrong when countries separated by 
a broad ocean can monopolize the trade of 
Mexico. This abnormal condition becomes 
the more conspicuous as the railroads 
connecting the United States and Mex- 
ico near completion. As a matter of 
fact there should be no custom-houses 
to embarrass the natural and mutually ad- 
vantageous exchange of commodities be- 
tween the two countries; but so long as that 
ideal relation cannot be established, certainly 
there should be such reciprocal concessions 
as shall enable both countries to buy from 
and soll to each other the largest amount of 
their products and manufactures, and thus 
save to both the cost of transportation and 
profits of commerce that are eaten up by 
trade between foreign countries separated 
from each other by a great distance. 

Under the Grant treaty, the United States 
would import from Mexico free of duty a lit- 
tle sugar, a good deal of tobacco, a large 
stock of tropical fruits and nutg, woods, 
skins, hides, minerals, and other raw ma- 
terials. It is certainly cheaper for the Ameri- 
can consumers of such articles to get 
them at first hand from a nelghbor- 
ing country than to go around by sea 
to procure them from countries much 
further away. But this saving represents 
only a small proportion of the advantages 
the people of this country will gain from 
reciprocal trade. The people of the United 
States will sell to Mexico vast amounts of 
manufactured goods which the Mexican peo- 
ple now buy for the most part from Euro- 
pean countries. Among the articles which 
could be sold in great quantity in Mexico 
free from duty under the proposed treaty are: 
Agricultural implements, mi ning machinery, 
vehicles of every description, rolling stock 
of railroads, tools, pumps, barbed wire, pe- 
troleum oils, etc., numbering in all seventy+ 
three classes of goods which the United 
States have for sale. The advantages of a 
direct trade, transported largely over Amer- 
ican railroads and carried on by American 
merchants, can scarcely be questioned by 
intelligent people who give the matter any 
thought. 

The objections to the treaty are suggested 
by selfish interests, and, even if they were 
valid, they would not offset to any apprecia- 
bie extent the advantages of reciprocal 
trade. The tobacco-growers and manufact- 
urers of this country will not be injured by 
the free introductionof a kind of tobacco 
leaf corresponding to that raised in Cuba for 
mixing with American tobacco in the manu- 
facture of cigars. The sugar interests will 
not be threatened by a Mexican production 
which is not equal to the demands of that 
country for consumption. The danger of 
smuggling is not worth consideration, as it is 
one of the necessary incidents of the custom- 
house system, and as It can be controlled so 
as not to interfere seriously with trade rela- 
tions, When such control is impossible, 
then even the advocates of custom-houses 
will abandon their hobby. Certainly no Chi- 
nese wall should separate two Republics on 
the same continent. 


THE OVERGROWTH OF CITIES. 

All over the world the cities are growing 
faster than the country that must feed and 
clothe them. Population is rising every- 
where, even in almost stationary France, 
nearer to high-water mark. It is running 
westward in strong currents through eyery 
open way it can find, and as it runs the 
whirlpools are getting deeper and quicker 
that sweep the yeomanry into the maelstrom 
of city life. The country feeds the city with 
its grain and meat and with the fresh life its 
consuming energies demand. The city never 
returns any of these products of the soil. Its 
unceasing cry is, Give, give! This is an age 
of concentration—concentration of money, 
of power, and, not by any means the least 
significant, of population. 

The figures of this citifying of the popula- 
tion of this country, as given in the com- 
pendium of the census just published, are 
startling. In 1790 one-thirtieth of our people 
lived in cities; in 1800 one-twenty-üfth; in 
1810 one-twentieth. This was not changed 
in 1820. In 1830 one-sixteenth; in 1840 one 
twelfth ; in 1850 one-eighth ; in 1860 one-sixth ; 
in 1870 one-fifth; and in 1880 the city popula- 
tion is 22.5 per cent of the whole, or almost 
one-quarter. * 

In England the population increased be- 
tween 1871 and 1881 by 3,113,170. Ot that 
the cities gained 2,860,079. Almost all of the 
increase was im the hiving centres. 

The figures for France are still more 
striking. In 1876 the population of the whole 
nation was 24,945,064, and of this 11,060,7% 
were in the towns. In the five years that 
have followed the whole country has gained 
but 589,679, and of this Paris has absorbed 
837,000. Out of an annual advent of 77.934 
‘new souls the metropolis captures 67,400, The 
rest of the country gets only the remaining 
10,500, 

All the tendencies of modern life have been 
toward the development of the agencies of 
exchange and production. Prices that used 
to be fixed in thousands of local independent 
markets that hardly ever heard from each 
other are now regulated either by some of 
our giant combinations or by the cosmopol- 
ivan influence of boards of trade and stock 
exchanges. The spinners who once drove 
their wheels by the fiteside of home with 
one foot on the treadle and the other on the 
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When sheep huddle together those in 
centre of the cr@#h are squeezed to death. 
That is just What is gomgon today in our 
cities. The pressure of the whole mass is con- 
stantly foreing crippled men and women into 
their graves, or, what is worse, into the 
slums. The condition of the poor of our 
great cities is awful. London, New York, 
and, alas! even young Chicago, have all the 
same sad story to tell of human deteriora- 
tion. In London $3,000,000 is spent every 
year on the hospitals and dispensaries of the 
poor. One million patients are treated—one 
quarter of its population. This expenditure 
is incurred mainly te pateh up the wretched 
poor who have been injured by bad drainage, 
want of ventilation, darkness, and other ill- 
surroundings of their homes. A pustule or 
two of this social eruption has been touched 
by the individual and municipal philanthropy 
of London; a little, but only a little, has 
been done in New York by their system of 
sanitary inspection, and in Chicago we have 
made the beginning of a beginning. The 
sources of the disease have not been touched. 

As far as the mechanics of society are con- 
cerned, the concentration of men. like that 
of capital and tools, isan advantage up toa 
certain point. But the cityward drift ofthe 
modern world has gone so much farther 
than this as to produce the gravest evils not 
only of individual misery which has always 
existed, but of political, and social, and in- 
dustrial relations. Our cities are the swarm- 
ing places for bummers and their bosses. It 
is in the cities that the masses are found that 
threaten our civilizaten. more with their 
quiet corruptions than with violence. Cities 
control the transportation, the markets, the 
fashions, the morals of the country. They 
import the farmer's grain, cattle, and suxar, 
and send him baek oleomargarine, glucose, 
and diseased beef canned. ‘They import the 
country boy, and make him into a Jay Gould. 

The city holds the best and the worst, ex- 
treme types of the good and bad—the : 
est wealth, the deepest poverty—the most 
intense activity, the most utter indolence: 
Cities are the glands of social life. Too 
much blood is going into them. They are 
passing beyond heaithful activity into a state 
of eongestion, The overgrowth of our cit- 
les is an evidence of widening disparity of 
social conditions. As the cities grow ine- 
qualities grow, and the larger they become 
the wider will be the gap between the very 
rich and the very poor, and the deeper the 
preservative middle classes will sink out of 
sight. 

Everything indicates that our American 
cities will continue as in the past to grow 
more rapidly than the rest of the country. 
Our telegraphs, telephones, railroads are 
making the most of our rural territory mere 
outlying wards of the central cities. The 
continental United States thereby becomes 
as volatile as the smallest of the little Grecian 
republics, and can easily become a conti tal 
mob. Every great problem before us, from 
the “corners” of the rich syndicates to the 
moral and physical dirt of the proletariat, 
centres in our cities. Their growth is a sure 
index of that of our future troubles. 
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THE DIFFERENCE! 

The Journal not only has been, but is now, in 
favor of revising and in some respects reducing 
the existing tariff schedules, and even enlarging 
the free list; but it is not, as Tux Tripunse is, in 
favor of utterly destroying the protective feat- 
ure of our tarif system. That is the difference 
between Tis TRIBUNE and the Journal.—Chicago 
Journal. 

The Tariff Commission admitted that a 


substantial reduction of tariff duties was de- 
manded by the best conservative opinion“ 
of the country. But its proposed tariff and 
the ohe prepared after it by the Ways and 
Means Committee actually raised the present 
excessive taxes in many important cases. 
We have failed to see any treproofs of these 
reductions upward in the Journal. A new 
tax was levied for the express purpose of 
crushing out a Chicago manufacturer of loco- 
motive tires, who competed with the Pitts- 
burg manufacturers represented on the Tariff 
Commission by H. W. Oliver. No copy of 
the Journal denouncing this increase of dis- 
honest taxation and calling for protection for 
the Chicago manufaeturer from these Pitts- 
burg intriguers has reached us. 

The duty on tin-plate was attempted to be 
doubled by the Ways and Means Committee. 
This would have added heavily to the cost 
of all kinds of tinware, and seriously dam- 
aged Chicago’s export trade in canned meats 
and fruits, and hurt all the farmers in the 
West, and rendered more expensive all tin 
materials used in building, such as gutters, 
eave-pipes, hot-air pipes, and tin roofing. 
This proposed increase of tax on tin-plate 
to enrich some Pittsburg manufactory was 
a wicked one. But we failed to see the copy 
of the Journal exposing and denouncing the 
swindle, 

The Chicago boot, shoe, and leather mann- 
facturers have just publicly explained how 
the proposed increase of the duty on sumac 
by 100 per cent and the higher duties on 
goatskins and finished morocco would cut 
off and destroy a flourishing export trade of 
many millions of dollars, and would serious- 
ly cripple the domestic manufacture. But 
we have missed copies of the Journal de- 
nouncing this damaging blow ata great 
Chicago industry. 

The Ways and Means Committee’s tariff 
put a 10 percent tax on quinine, and if the 
Journal objected we missed the copy con- 
taining the objections. 

Chicago is the greatest pine-iumber market 
in the world. The tributary territory in 
which it is sold is most of it treeless. The 
lumber bosses propose to tax every Kansas, 
Illinois, Nebraska, and lowa buyer of lumber 
in our market $2 to $3.50 a thousand feet ex- 
tra for pine. What has the Journal said 
against imposing this evil tax, or in favor of 
placing rough pine lumber on the free list? 
Nothing, altho it was shown that no tax for 
protection against Canadian lumber could 
possibly be needed, as lumber had advanced 
40 to 65 per cent in a short time past in this 
market. 

The péople of Chicago and those to whom 
they sell use millions of dollars“ worth of 
window glass, bottles, pottery, china, 


 erockery, plow steel, and steel wire. The 


taxes on these essential articles instead of 
being reduced in the new tariff were to be 
increased from 25 to 100 per cont on the 
whole people of the West. The Journalisa 
Chicago paper supported by the advertise- 
ments of Chicago businessmen and by the 
subscriptions of the Chicago people. But 
not a single one of these rascaily attempts to 
increase taxes on the people of Chicago, 
Lilinols, and the West for the benefit of 
Eastern manufacturing bosses has the Chi- 
cago Journal attacked, exposed, denounced, 
or even questioned! The country was prom- 
ised a large and substantial reduction of 
the tariff on the necessaries of life, but is 
being treated instead to a system of method- 
ical enhanced taxation and overcharges on 
all the most important staples of Chicago’s 
commerce and manufactured. The inevita- 
ble effect of this must be to hurt the business 
of this city, so that the manufacturing mill- 
ionaires, monopolists, and syndicates of 
Pittsburg, Fall River, Philadelphia, and 
Rhode Island may make more millions at the 
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modities of our business-men to be 
in consumption by overcharges—all for 


patrons, who fill its coffers, are belng robbed 
by Eastern mouopolists and sharks. Some 
months ago it talked in a general way about 
the necessity of a reduction of tariff-taxation, 
but when the bills are before Congress pro- 
viding for higher instead of lower taxes the 


Journal suddenly ceases to advocate sub- 


stantial reduction, and devotes its space and 
whatever ability it possesses to defending 
the robberies which it falsely calls protec- 
tion,” and to abusing Tux Taisune for 
pointing out the tricks and cheats In the bill.

A correspondent asks to be informed as to 
the British tariff. That document is very 
brief—the whole list of dutiable commodities 
and the amount of revenue from which being 
as follows. We give the figures of 1880:

All other articles are admitted free. All 
cotton, woolen, and other textile fabrics are 
admitted free of duty. Nothing imported is 
taxed save the few articles contained in the 
list, The rule has been in operation many 
years to concentrate the tax upon the fewest 
number of articles—the revenue from these 
increasing annually toan amount equal to 
that formerly received from the taxes re- 
pealed. Five years ago the last of the tax on 
sugar was repealed, while a 50 per cent tax 
is still retained in this tountry. 

England, though unprotected against the 
competition of the rest of the world, export- 
ed of her own manufactures in 1881-82 
goods of the value stated below, which we 
compare with the exports of protected goods 
of the same ciasses from the United States:

This is the manufacturing product export-

a day, including Sundays; and this country 
exports only $1,000,000 a month, while the- 
oretically we propose to build up American 
manufactures by practically prohibiting their 
export. 

Great Britain, after supplying the home 
market, sends abroad—that is, exports—cot- 
ton goods to nearly twice the vaiue of the 
entire product of cotton goods produced in 
the United States, computing the latter at 
their exaggerated and protected value. 

Great Britain opens her doors wide to the 
free admission of wool from all countries; 
wealmost prohibit foreign wools from our 
market. Great Britain invites the cotton, 
raw and manufactured, the iron and Steel, 
the coal and iron ore, and all the material 
that can be used in Engiand in the manu- 
facture of any commodity; in this way her 
manufacturers are enabled to obtain their raw 
material free of tax, and oe they can pro- 
duce abundantly and control the markets of 
the world. In this country we tax even the 
iron-ore; and every material entering into 
American manufactures is so loaded with 
taxes that the goods when manufactured are 
so costly that their consumption is reauced 
to the minimum, 

If manufactures in this country are tu be 
made an object of charity, to be sustained 
like paupers at public expense and by public 
taxes, our Tresent policy is directly caleu- 
lated to establish and perpetuate that result. 
But if we ever expect American manufact- 
ures to be self-supporting and to contribute 
to the National wealth, and to have them be- 
come subjects of export and add to the vol- 
ume of foreign trade, then the present policy 
will haveto be abandoned; manufacturers 
must be relieved from the taxation for raw 
materials and enabled to produce for a wider 
market than that of one people.

GEN. VON KAM®PKE. 


RESIGNATION OF THE PRUSSIAN MBENISTER 
OF WAR. 


Berti, Feb. 12.—The Kreuz Zeitung pub- 
lishes a rumor, under reserve, that Gen. Von 
Kameké, Minister of War, has resigned, 

The rumor is credited, although possibly 
premature. The reason assigned is under- 
stood te be that Gen. Von Kameké’s opposi- 
tion to the military budget gave offetise to 
the Emperor. — 

In the Reichstag, Gen. Von Kameké de- 
clared that the army in its present state was 
the most important guarantee of European 


peace. 

It is stated that Gen. Von Kameké resigned 
because of the projected tremendous increase 
in the artillery. 


There is no Cabinet for the German Em- 
pire, Bismarek acting as the Chancellor, and 
the Bundesrath, a Senate of fifty-nine mem- 
bers, appointed by the various States, forin- 
ing Committees on War, Navy, Finance, ete. 
Prussia, however, has a full Ministry. Gen. 
Arnold Karl Georg von Kameké, the Minis- 
ter of War of the Kingdom of Prussia, was 
born June 14, 1817. Ile entered the army as 
Lieutenant of engineers in 1834, and was 
made a Captain and staff officer 
in 1850. He was sent as Military 
Envoy to Vienna in 1850. In 1858 
he entered the War Department as a chief 
of bureau and served three years. In 1865 
he was made Major-Gereral and promoted 
to the head of the staff of the Second Army 
Corps. Ile was made a Lieutenant-General 
in 1868, and took the direction of the engi- 
neers of the army. When the French war 
broke out he took charge of the Fourteenth 
Division of the First Corps, and commanded 
the engineers in the reduction of Phris. He 
has served as Minister of War for the last 
ten years.

THE FEIRA. 
MEETING OF THE ROYAL GROGRAPHICAL 
SOCIETY. 

Lonpon, Feb. 12.—At a meeting of the 
Royal Geographical Society Dr. Neale, on be- 
half of Leigh Smith, read a paper on the 
second voyage of the Eira. The facility 
with which Franz Josef Land was reached 
in the expedition of 1880-’81 tended, he said, 
to show that that region was a suitable base 
for an expedition to the North Pole. Nare 
and MoClintock testified as to the value of 
this discovery. 


On the 14th of June, 1881, the steamer Eira, 


‘commanded by Leigh Smith, an English 


gentlemen of wealth and refinement, sailed 
in search of the Jeannette. In June, 1582, 
the steamer Hope, commanded by Sir Allen 
Young, C. B., sailed in seareh of the Eira, 
and Kroed her crew up in Matolshkin 
Straits, Nova Zembla, Aug. 8, 1882. They 
had had an experience very similar to that 
of Engineer Melville. Leigh Smith made 


the following statement: 

On July 13, l., we steamed through pack- 
ice, and ten days later sighted Franz Josef Laud. 
We proceeded towards Cape Ludiow, which was 
clése to the pack to the northward. Ane. 2 we 
went up Nightingale Sound and thence to Bira 
Harbor and erected a éturehouse. On the 6th 
we started east to lock for the Jeannette, but 
were unavie to pass Berent Hook. On Aug. 21 
the Eira got nipped between a land-flow and 

ack-ice a mile east of Cape Flora, and sank 

fore we were able to save many of the stores. 
We built a hut on Cape Fiorg of turf and stones 
and covered it with sails. e;Wiutered there, 
and during the whole time oo sigrs of scurvy 
appeared. Twenty-nine wairus and tbirty-six 
bears were killed and eaten. We left Cape Flora 
Jude 21, 1882, iu four boats, salled eighty miles 
without see Any ice, and reached Nova Zem- 
bia Aug. 2. heu the Eira was nipped the leak

Gov. Baldwin's Statement of the 
History of the Unrecorded

Another Revenue Offleer Killed in 
North Carolina. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Feb. 12,—[Special.]—A 
murder which causes a great sensation and 
almost unprecedented excitement occurred 
near Bilesville, a little town in Stanley 
County. The country round aboutis wild 
and rugged, and a number of illicit distill- 
eries have been in operation. One of these 
was Owned by an old man, Jake Fraley, 
known far and wide as ome of the shrewdest 
moonshiners in all that section, ‘Lhe distill- 
ery, though owned by the old man, was op- 
erated by his son, Dave Fraley, whose repu- 
tation in all respects is of the worst charac- 
ter. He was for several years employed by 
the revenue officials as a sort of de 
tective, and finaliy as deputy-collect- 
or, but on account of irregularities 
and bad conduct was dismissed.

Not only was he trusted by revenue 
officials, but enjoyed public confidence and 
ésteem to an unusual degree.

Legisiative Notes in Indiana— The Elec- 
tion Contest. 

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 12.—[{Special.]— 
The Senate today continued and concluded 
the discussion of the motion made Saturday 
to discharge the Committee of Elections 
from the duty of investigating the charges 
made by J. H. Winterbotham against the 
Studebakers and Olivers, of South Bend, of 


‘bulldozing and intimidating their employés 


into voting contrary to their political prefer- 
ences. The motion was opposed by Senators 
Foulke, Spann, Bandy, and Campbell, and 
advocated by Senators Brown, Bell, and Me- 
Cullough. It was the best debate of the ses- 
sion, characterized by more freedom of ex- 
ression and readiness of repartee, but noth- 
new was elicited, The previous question on 
the motion was ordered, but adjournment 
came before a vote was taken. In the House 
nothing was done but to listen to reports from 
the Committee on Judiciary, and on its 
recommendation indefinitiy postponed forty 
or fifty bills, most of them reiating to the 
Decedents’ Estates act. 

Senator Voyles has introduced a bill to es- 
tablish a home for soldiers’ orphans and 
helpless ex-soldiers of Indiana. Under the 
provisions of the bill the Governor is to ap- 
point three Commissioners who shall eagh 
give $5,000 bonds, and who shall select a 

roper location in the Third Congressional 

istrict of not more than 300 acres and build 
a house on the site. The capacity shall be 
such as to accommodate at least 550 occu- 
pants. The bill appropriates $42,000 for the 
purpose. In the House Mr. Mock has intro- 
duced a bill providing for the election of a 
Board of Regents for the State University. 

James H. Rice, the new State Auditor, is 
already on ord as a reformer, exposing 
and condemuing the extravagances and 
abuses that have crept like a typographical 
error into the public printing. Some years 
ago scandals were exposed in this depart- 
ment, and out of them grew the Printing 
Bureau, composed of three or four State offi- 
cers, who employ a Superintendent, whose 
business is supposed to be to stand between 
the interests of the State and the rapacity of 
the contractors. Mr. Rice has shown that the 
oversight of this official has been very lax, and 
in the Auditor’s report for 1882 alone there 
are ninety-four unnecessary pages inserted. 
while the style of binding aif of the public 
doguments, as well as the manner of compo- 
sition, has undergone great change. Says 
Mr. Rice further: Now, look at the items 
for printing the reports of the Statistical 
Bureau, the State Board of Agricuiture, and 
the Geological Department. Before these 
departments were separated $8,500 was suffi- 
cient to pay for the combined report. Last 
the bill amounted to nearly $10,- 
. The faet is the State orders too 
much printing done. There is no necessity 
for the publication of expensive volumes an- 
nually by the Auditor, the Statistical Bureau, 
the Geologist, and Board of Agriculture. 
Once in two years would be enough. It is 
proper, of course, to publish annual state- 
ments of the finances of departments, but 
that is enough.“

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ORGANIZED CHARITY. 


The Work of the Association Progress 
ing Satiefactortily. 

The monthly meeting of the Charity Organ- 
ization Society was beld at Borden Block last 
evening. There were present G. F. Bissell, F. 
F. Elmendorf, the Rey. E. I. Galvin, Dr. Ham- 
ill, Dr. Ingais, Judge Jameson, H. L. Wait, D. 
V. Purington, Justice Scully, A. F. Seeberger, 
and John E. Wilson. 

The Rev. 8. Humphreys Gurteen, the Organ- 
izing Secretary, presented his report, which 
showed that he bad devoted his time largely 
to ascertaining the amount of relief being ex- 
tended in the city, public and private, and in 
inguiring into the objects, regulations, and 
conditions of granting half of the va- 
rious institutions and homes. lu the 
course of bis iabors he bad vprocured 
the names of 3.000 families drawing relief from 
the County Agent's office, and had also prepared 
circulars and registration pards to assist bim in 
getting at the extent of the private relief. Be- 
side this, be bad spoken in the interest of the 
society before several congregations. Several 
of the private and public relief institutions bad 
pledged a hearty codperation in the work, apd 
be expected to get the same assurances from 
the others. The report concluded by calling 
upon the ministers of the city to assist bim in 
making known the objects and aims of the or- 
ganization. It was ordered printed. 

The Committee on District Work reported 
recommending that the city be divided into six 
districts. one of which should be the North Side, 
the second the territory from the river to Six- 
teenth street, the third the territory south of 
Sixteenth street, the fourth the territory north 
of indiana street ov the West Side, the fifth the 
territory between Indiana and Harrison street, 
and the sixth from Harrison: street to the city 
limits. It was proposed to open offices in each 
of the districts as soon as possible, and to push 
the work in every direction. The report was 
approved. 

Following this there was a discussion over the 
relations of the Kelief and Aid Society to the 
organization, which did not appear to be the 
triendliest, and the result was the appointment 
of acummittee consisting of Judge gers, D.

Maj.-Gen. 3 Webb Morell.

8. 1815, He was the son of George Morell,

Sir Salar June. 

[New York Times.}—In the death of Sir 
Salar Jung, Grand Commander of the Star of 
India, which occurred from cholera at Hy- 
derabad Thursday night, the British Govern- 
ment in Hindostan has lost a valuable, 
trustworthy, and powerful ally. Sir Salar, 
who was born in 1829. succeeded his uncle, 
Seraj-ul-Mulk as Prime Minister of the State 
of Hyderabad, which is probably the most 
powerful semi-independent State in Hindo- 
stan. He wasa Mohammedan, and perhaps 
the most astute native statesman that ever 
bothered the brains of British Residents, 
Commissioners, or even Governors-General, 
He was a patriot besides, and if he did not 
join the mutineers in 1857 it was only be- 
cause he was shrewd enough to see that 
the mutiny would not be successful, 
and that if he joined in the murderous 
riot which burst forth in Meerut, the vast 
domains of the Nigam would certainly be 
absolutely annexed to the territory already 
held absolutely by ee British Government. 
As the Dewan, or Prime Minister, of Hyder- 
abad, Sir Salar was eminentiy successful. 
He relieved the burden of taxation from the 
ryots or cultivators; he adyocated and paid 
for the construction of broad high roads 
throughout the Deccan or central plateau of 
‘India: he contracted the expenses saddled 
upon the State by a number of distinguished 
paupers who were the relatives of the Ni- 
zum, and ite promoted English education 
among his people in a manner which was 
Singular in a Mohammedan and still more 
singular in a country like India. When 
Naser-ud-Dowlah, the Nizam, died, in 1857, 
Sir Salar, in conjunction with Vilur-ool- 
rah and ether relatives of the dead ruler, 
became guardian of the infant Nizam, 
although opposed at times bitterly by Vikur- 
ool-Oomrah, who was au unedueated and 
bigoted follower of the prophet, he suc- 
ceeded in gaining almost absolute control of 
all Hyderabad. 

His relations, however, with the British 
Government were not always friendly, and 
on his deathbed there was probably a corner 
in his heart in which he hated and despised 

despotism that had deflowered the Nizam’s 
— of its fairest and most wealthy

The Nilsson Concert at Central Music- 


li. 

Among all the great singers that have vis- 
ited this country no one of late years has 
been received with more genuine enthusiasin 
than Christine Nilsson. Hertour through 
the United States from New York to San 
Francisco bas been one continued ovation, 
and hearts and homes have welcomed her 
with a warmth and sympathy that eannot 
fail to have been a source of great and par- 
donable pride to the fair recipient. Indged, 
our visitor has been made to feel that we 
consider her especially our own, and 80 
genial and hearty has been the greeting 
accorded her that it is not surprising Mme. 
Nilsson should have permitted herself the 
expression of a ire to remain permanent- 
ly among a people that appreciates her so 
highly and has extended to herso royal a 
weleome. It is true that the prima donna 
has been wise enough to refrain from desig- 
nating any single city that she would prefer 
above all others asa place of residence, and 
has distinetly stated that each place she has 
visited is the especial elysium of her choice 
~while she was in it. This is diplomatic, 
and avoids complications and petty jealousies 
while leaving the lady still free-to ultimately 
decide the matter to suit herself. Homer 
has been claimed by nine cities, and why 
should not ninety and nine claim Nilsson! 
The only point of immediate concern, how- 
ever, is the fact that Mme, Nilsson certainly 
appreciate the generous treatment and uni- 


versal recogninen of her genius as a singer 
and her merits as a woman, so spontaneously 
accorded to her from the sands of the 
Atlantié to the rocky higuts of the Pacitig 
@east, It is not only the artist whom Amer- 
icans have sought to compliment, but also 
the earnest, true-bearted woman; coming be- 
tors chem in widow’s weeds, striving to re- 

s lost fortune, fighting anew and alone 
the rd struggle for alivelihood, and stand- 
ing so high in life and actions that not one 
can point reproachfully or whisper a breath 
against her character either as woman or as 
artist. So it is that Chicago again 
superbly honored the Swedish song-bird last 
night and took off its hat not alone in ad- 
miration, but animated by motives of sin- 
cere respect. 

When Mme, Nilsson and her company were 
here last December they appeared before the 
largest audience ever assembled in Central 
Musie-Hall. Not only was overy seat taken, 
but there were over 900 admission-tickets 
sold, the audience overtlowing oa 
to the stage, packing the lobbies, and 
to some extent the aisies. For last nighit's 
concert Mr. Adams decided not to permit 
any such crowding, and to restrict the sale 
of admission tickets to something like rea- 
sonable limits, Yet so large was the attend- 
ance that we doubt if any ove who was pres- 
ent at both entertainments would not have 
said that the two houses were of equal size.

Viola and Odette touch thé two poles of 
Mme. Modjeska’s art, and offer as finely sug- 
gestive a dramatic contrast as can well be 
conceived. In the former, which was pre- 
sented Saturday evening, we have the dain- 
tiest imaginable littie cabinet picture, full of 
an indescribably tempting sauciness, and set 
in a rippling sunshine of ght loves and 
laughters; while in the latter we see against 
a lurid and awesome background the soli- 
tary form of a haggard and heart-broken 
woman, from whose eyes glares out upon 
us the hopeless despair of a wasted past, and 
oh whose bleached and bageard face rest 
the forewarning shadows of dreaded and im- 
pending fat n the one we have the very 
witchery ight-bearted mirth.

After many years she meets 
her daughter for first time 
since their separation. Her life 
has not been the best, but the knowledge of 
the nearness of her daughter works a sort of 
revolution in ner nature, and she importuies 
her husband for an interview with her child. 
At first he refuses, but finally on being 
threatened with exposure—for the father 
has brought the child up to believe that her 
mother is dead—he consents. This inter- 
view, which forms the chief incident in the 
last act, results in a triumph for the father, 
as the child, ignorant that it is indeed her 
mother she is prasiing with, fills the poor 
woman's heart with inexpressible anguish 
by a recital of the saintly qualities of her 
supposed dead mother, as those had been 
described to her by hee father. This is more 
than the wretched woman, conscious of her 
own unworthiness, can Dear, and she leaves 
the father and child to the undisturbed 
enjoyment of their mutual happiness. Her 
proud spirit is erushed at last; all hope dies 
out of her suniess soul, and when, after 
taking her last passionate kiss of her child, 
whom she dare not call her own, she 
turns away, and her poor, haggard, hopeless 
eyes glance wistfully towards the dull, gray 
sea that stretches away in the rear, we feel 
that the curtain descends not on the play 
alone, but on a woman’s life. Even from 
this hasty outline it will be seen that the ver- 
sion adopted by Mme. Modjeska differs es- 
sentially from that made familiar to local 
playgoers by Mr. Daly’s adaptation, and by 
so mucb as It differs resembles more closely 
the original. Finally, it may be added in 
this conneetion that Madame played Odette 
for an entire season at the Haymarket ‘Thea- 
tre, London: a fact which will not surprise 
any one who witnessed her performance of 
it last night. : 

Brief as the above sketch Is, and little as 
has been said of the ane characters ot 
either play, the nature of the comparison ir- 
resistibly suggests itself. Alongside of Shak- 
speare’s pure oyous. muse the neh- 
man’s work is morbid and unclean; full of a 
sickly criticism, tainted with a foul suggest 
iveness, nasty in subject, prurient in senti- 
mont, and generally unwholesome and 
olfensive. However much we yield to the 
influence of Modjeska’s witchery, it is un- 
willingly and with a painful sense of genius 
wasted and great talents misapplied. All 
that the highest refinement of an art tMat is 
essentially pure and noble in its methods ana 
instincts can do Modjeskadoes to rob Odette 
of its coarseness, and the completeness of her 
failure is the most significant evidence that 
could be advanced of essential rotten- 
ness of the play. This is all the more to be 
regretted in view, first, of the txecutive 
cleverness of Sardou’s work, the clean-cut 
finish and crispness of the dialog, the dra- 
matic skill with which the various situations 
are contrived, and the ,finely cumulative 
power with which the drama holds the 
audience as it sweeps on to its pitiful and 
tragi@close ; and, C because of the 
spirit and general excellence of the acting. 
From Odette herseif to the most subordinate 
role there is none that is not at least ereditably 
filled, while the majority of the performers 
deserve higher praise. adame’s own per- 
sonation is of its kind a masterpiece, touch- 
ing with the easy grace of conscious power 
depths of emotion which might be thought 
beyond the reach of so delicate and fragile 
an art, and whether in the lighter or the 
doe ply tragic scenes moving with that in- 
fallible precision and afiinent grace that 
indicate complete mastery of the sibilities 
of the character, and of the sublimest tech- 
nique of art. In Count Latour, Mr. M. H. 
Barrimore was less at home than in an 
previous role, being too effusively 2 7 
mental and intermittently wanting in repose. 
He is, in short, too purely elocutlonary, and. 
while Fenereily dignified and intelligent, 
not uniformly natural and sincere. Mr. 
Frank Clements, on the other hand, was 
evidentiy nicely suited in the part of Beche- 
mal, which he delivered with unkaltering 
incisiveness and finely-suggested cynicism.

PILOT RULES. 


Verdict of the New Orleans Inspectors 
of Steam Vessels in the Case of a He- 
cent Collision. 

New Orieans, Feb. 12,—[Special.]—The 
local lnspectors of Steam Vessels submitted 
their report today upon the collision in which 
the Anchor Line steamboat City of Green- 
ville was sunk by the Red River boat Laura 
Lee. This is a cause célébre among steam- 
beatmen, and much interest attaches to the 
finding, since the sunken steamer wag un- 
insured, and a neglect of the lately-changed 
rule was the cause of the accident. The In- 
spectors, J. T. Butier and J. A. Moffet, say: 

“We have the honor to report that 
the steamboats Laura Lee, descending, 
Mr. A. F. Readman pilot on watch, 
and City of Greenville, ascending, Mr. 
J. L. Reed, pilot on watch, came into col- 
lision about 3:90 o’clock a. m. of the 12th 
inst., in the vicinity of the foot of Bayou 
Goula ‘Towhead, on the Mississippi River, 
whereby the Laura Lee = — *

value of which is $150,000, Every effort ap- 
pears to have been made to save the City 
of Greenville. fhe stretch of fiver 
in which the collision occurred 
nearly straight, affording an unobstructed 
view of nearly two miles, and, as the weather 
was clear siguval-lanterns burning 
brightly in their proper positions on each 
boat before and at the time of the collision, 
the boats did not come suddenly into view, 
but were in plain sight of each other for 
some time previous to their signaling.

A NEW FIKE-ESCAPE. 

Mr. Fred Gordon, of Chicago. has invented 
fire-eseape baving some peculiar features. It 
consists of a series of iron ladders—one for each 
story—the whole furnishing a continuous ladder 
from the highest story of a building to the 
ground. The ladder is jointed so that it can be 
compactly folded and stowed away in a small 
casing, or box, inside the room and underneath 
the windowsill, to which one end of Jt is firmly 
bolted. In case of fre, the occupant of the 
room removes the cover from the box and tosses 
his section of ladder out at the window. He can 
then descend to the sill of the window below. 
where, if the occupant of the room is on the 
alert, be will find a similiar section extending to 
the story below. In case either of the lower 
rooms is unoccupied, the windows may be 
kicked in and the section launched. The iadder 
is one foot wide, the sides are of Norway 
iron, one-eighth of an inch thick and one 
inch wide, and the rungs, or “rounds,” may be 
of iron or a combination of wood and fron. At 
each rune there is a joint, so that the section 
may be folded and stowed away compactly. A 
section of ten feet weighs about fifteen pounds. 
The cost of the appliance will not be more than 
baif that of the ordinary stand-pipe escape per 
foot. There are other utilitarian features of 
the vention Wien may commend it to the 
public. 


JOHN WENTWORTH’S VIEWS UPON THE II- 
CENSE QUESTION. 

Mr. Wentworth, upon being interviewed, said 
there was one reason in favor of legislative ac- 
tion that had not been sufficiently pressed. And 
that was the removal of the license question 
from municipal politics. It was impossible now 
to get men elected to office upon any question 
of interest in consequence of so many voters 
being influenced by this single question.

HOW THEY DID NOT FIND SCHWARTZELL.

and would be waiting for bim at the depot. It 
happened that Schwartzeil himself was sitting at 
the conductor's elbow when the remark was 
made, and, taking the hint, be neglected to get 
on board when the train started, but struck off 
across the country until he ran upou another 
railroad that took him south to St. Louis. 

The trunk arrived in duc time, and was imme- 
diately seized by the police. It contained only 
a lot of ordinary wearing apparei and 
some papers going to show that it 
was atone time the property of Fred Langen- 
dort, a barber. Just who be was or is, or what 
he has in common with Schwartzell is not 
known. It also contained information to the 
effect that the murderer had a sister at No. 2015 
Ciark street.

STANDARD OIL COMPANY. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE ILLINOIS COMPANY 
—I1TS INTENTIONS STATED. 

A tew days ago Tue TRIBUNE announced that 
the Standard Oil Company bad filed at Spring- 
feld its application for a license as a regularly 
incorporated body under the iaws of Illinois. 
There being then in existence only one Standard 
On Company, the great monopoly of Ohio, and 
there being no special reason apparent why 
‘that company should want to incorporate under 
the laws of Illinois, considerable speculation 
was indulged in as towhatthe applicatica 
at Spriugneld meant. Inquiry eveloped 
the fact that the Standard Ol Vompany 
of Iilincis—the proposed corporatlon— Was eu- 
tirely separate ano distinct trom the Eastern 
monopoly, and that it was a Chicago organiza- 
tion arranging to do business with headquarters 
in this city. Nothing more was beard of the 
scheme until yesterday, when the fojlowing dis- 
patch was received grem Springtield: 

»The Standard Oil Company has filed its final 
papers with the Secretary uf State and received 
ite certificate of organization. The corporators 
were Charies J. Huribut, James C. Rogers. and 
Joan McGaffney. As Commissioners they re- 
port that the capital stock of the corporation, 
a mounting to $20,000, has ali been subscribed, u 
follows: James C. Rogers, 134 shares, $6,700; 
Charies J. Huribut, 13 shares, $6,650; Allan U, 
Story. 183 shares, $6.650. These stockholders 
wet and campieted the organization of the com- 
pany by electing themselves as Directors fur 
the period of one year.“ 

ITS AIMS AND OBJECTS. 

Last night a TRIBUNE reporter called on Mr. 
Story) oue of the new Directors of tne new com- 
pany, and after routing that gentieman out of 
bed fired a lot of questions at him regarding the 
Stancard Oil Companys. 

“| don’t know very much about oils,” said Mr. 
Story: knew more about law. Although I owa 
stock in this new company | represent a number 
of other stockhoiders, to whom I sball in due 
time turn over most of the stock now in my 
name.” 

But you know bow this company took life, 
and what it proposes to do?” 

The company was formed because it is bo- 
lieved that a good feild exists out bere for such 
a company., and because considerable dissatis- 
faction is feilt toward the Ohio monopoly.“

NEW WARDS. 


ALD. RYAN ON THE SIDE OF THE ALIZNS 
AND NON-VOTERS. 

The Committee on Elections met yesterday 
afternoon and took up Ald. Kyan’s resolution 
for the redistricting of the city—dividing the 
population as equally as possible among the 
eighteen wards. 

Ald. Ryan urged favorable action, and point- 
ed out the “injustice” of the present system, 
under which the First Ward, with 11,031. peopie, 
had as many representatives in the Council as 
the Fourteenth with 64.842; and the Second with 
18,479 as many as the Fifth with 57,069. The com- 
mittee had a viain duty to perform. The city 
should not be redistricted so as to make it Dem- 
ocrat or Republican, but 80 as to do 
justice to the people. The outside wards re- 
quired improvements, and the only way to get 
them was to give the people proper representa- 
tion. They were now disfranchised, while the 
small wards down town bad too large a revre- 
sentation. A bill was pending in the Legisia- 
ture to cut the city up into twenty-four wards 
and have forty-eight Aldermen. He believed 
thirty-six were enough. If the Council didn’t 
redistrict the city properly, he hoped the Legis- 
lature would take steps to compel it to do it. 

Ald. Wickersbam wanted to know bow many 
more voters there were in the Fourteenth than 
iu the First. 

Ald. Ryan replied that there were about 2,000, 
but the charter said nothing about voters, 

Ald. Wickersham—The first pays one-half of 
the entire taxes. 

Ald. Ryan—But not one in fifteen of the voters 
owns property. The bulk of the real estate is 
owned by people who live in New York, Hart- 
ford, and in Eagiand. 

Ald. Wickersham said many of the people in 
the Fourteenth were not citizens—bad been 
there only a few months. 

Aid. Ryan—But the majority own property 
there, whereas the voters in tne First are mainly 
bunko-steerers and gamblers. 

Aid, Peevey suggested that Ald. Ryan bring in 
amap showing such a redistricting as he cum 
sidered fair. 

Ald. Barrett was opposed to the proposition. 
It would take the people two years to get used 
to the change in the boundaries. The present 
division was all right. 

Ald. Ryan realized the difficuity of passing 
such an ordinance through the Council, since it 
would prevent some Aldermen from being re- 
elected. The interests of the people were para- 
mount. 

Ald. Barrett moved to recommend that the 
resolution be filed. 2 

it was finally agreed to appoint Ald. Ryan a

Then if one or 
two denominations confer privately no individ- 
vail move can be taken unless the members of 
the league encourage it. 

It all that is necessary to produce ng- 
hoped-for and earnestiy-believed millenium is 
to remove sectarianism, then Mr. Gladden 
shown us the way, but the league is as much 
constitution as though it were oot negative in 
character.

A CASE THAT WILL TEST THE RESPONSI- 
BILITY OF LANDLORDS FOR LEAKING 
SERVICE-PIPES AND BAD SEWERAGE. 

Tne case of A. Goodrich vs. William McCiure 
came up before Justice Brayton yesterday, but 
owing to the evidence not being completed was 
aajourned until 2 p. m. today. This was a case 
wherein, as the evidence goes to show, the de- 
fendapt occupied the premises No. 541 West 
Madison street, owned by the plaintiff, and paid 
his reut regularly for nearly three years, or up 
to Dec. 1, 1882, but, owimg to the bad condition of 
the premises and the constant leaking of the 
water and waste pipes, whereby his property 
was damaged and his health seriously impafted, 
be refused to pay rent after that date.

bility of the landlord for damages . sus- 
tained by the tenant. The place in 
question is a f@ur-story and basement 
brick building, of which A. Goodrich, of No. 124 
Dearborn street, is the owner. Up to last Fri- 
day. and for three years previous, the first floor 
was occupied by Mr. and Mrs. William McClure, 
tne defendants, as a millinery store and resi- 
dence. Tn@tbree-upper stories are occupied by 
seven families, aggregating thirty-two people.

IN A WRETCHED SANITARY CONDITION 
for some time,and that notwithstanding the ou- 
merous complaints made by the occupants to 
the landlord nothing has been done beyond oc- 
casionally sending a plumber to make some few 
repairs, and this only under protest. ‘Tne latter 

art of January an officer of the Health 

‘partment made an examinaton of the build- 
ing, and in his report said “the sewers and 
privies are very offensive for want of pipes and 
water supply,” and conciuded by saying: 
These premises, are in bad sanitary condition 
on account of défective plumbing and drain- 
age.” Mr. McClure claims that a “number of 
times the pipes have burst and caused au over- 
now of water so that they were compelled to 
have pails and tubs sitting around the store to 
catch the water that poured in streams from the 
ceiling;.and that on one occasion the water 
leaked down from Overhead for fourteen con- 
secutive days, thereby damaging his stock of 
goods to a censiderable extent. He further

The true value of a baking-powder consists in 
the amount of leavening-gas which is given off 
when heat and woisture are added to flour, 
and it is only the chemist, with the aid of chemi- 
cal appliances, Who can determine the volume 
of gas which any wder can evolve. We will 
venture to say that mere is not an articig pre- 
pares for food that might not be manipulatea 
y chemical tests to prove that someth was 
wrong aboutit,and when a person goes into a 
kitcben, or before a housekeeper, who is not to 
be presumed to understand chemical relations, 
and performsan experiment of even the sim- 
plest character, it is not difficult to impress one 
that something awful is the matter. As to bak - 
ing- powders, we could suggest a dozen tests that 
would be as ridiculous in giving a fair idea of 
their relative merits to an uninstructed mind as 
the one here mentioned. The truth 1s that the 
best test to make of a haking- powder ia to try it 
in waging bread, and see which makes the most 
and best. To this practical test all of the estab- 
lished brands of powders have been put, and 
housekeepers have very geyerally made up their 
minds which they prefer, aud the iodine testers 
will find ultimately that bousehelds that have 
for . a favorite brand will nat de apt 
to make 4 change on the test proposed.

Bat at the same time we can- 
not, as Irishmen, but feel the shame and dis- 
grace which these outrages have brought on the 
country.

MR. SHAW, M. P. FOR CORK COUNTY, 
also spoke. He said: lLagree entirely with Mr. 
Dickson in bis denunciations of the 2 jury 
system up to the present, and io his desire to 
bave that system a in the future. But, 
the better we can do that, De better will it be 
for the count 1 believe that any tinkering 
with this subje would be injurious to all 
interests. We are governed by great statesmen, 
and three of these great statesmen—Lord Hart- 

ton, Mr. Chamberiain, and Mr. Goschen—he 
is nota member of the Government, but de is 
very near it—bave recently made speeches. And 
it is very curious that not one of them agree in 
their views of Irish questions. But then they 
take up the position as if they were to do every- 
— 1 on the Irish question; they were to do this 

to do that, as if there were no [rishmen in 
— 4 — at all- no Irish members of Parlia- 
ment in existence at all. [Laughter.] Of course we 
heard today that your U ister members occupy an 
exceedingly dignified position in the House of 
Commons. They are perched up aloft behind 
the Prime Minister, and their mellifluous notes 
come occasionally down to the House and pro- 
duce an immense effect. Itell them now that 
they would produce perhaps a little more effect 
if they did not care so much about sitting be- 
hind avy Prime Minister. [{Laugbter.] do 
pot sit bebind any Prime Minister. I sit in a 
position where [ cau give the Prime Minister or 
any Prime Minist bealthy a kick as possivle. 
2 2 ] Don't o me asimplying distrust 
the Prime . Quite the opposit. I be- 
never was a mau who touched Irish 
politics to whom the Irish people owe a deeper 
debt of greene. fCbheers.| I am quite sure 
that, if be could hear these cheers, it would be a 
very great consolation to him.» Why, it we were 
left to those men in the Cabinet—those ten or 
twelve men that are born statesmen—if we were 
left to' them to do apything for Ire- 
land, nothing would be done. [Hwear,bear.] We 
owe everything that has been done for Ireland 
towards the reforming of the Land laws to Mr. 
Gladstone [appiause}, to his great ability, to his 
wonderful perseverauce, and, above all. to the 
immense moral power that he has wieided, and 
still wieids, in the Cabinet and the House of 
Commons in anything that he undertakes. It 
has never been babit to praise Mr. Gladstone 
either behind his ok or before his face, but 1 
may say that it would be the greatest calamity 
4 Ireland that would draw Mr. Gladstone from 
the high office which he at present holds. Those 
gentiemen ia the Cabinet take up the question 
of Ireland; and Mr. Goschen says that nothing 
can be done, end thage is a great chasm between 
the two countries. If that were so it would be 
bard for us; but there is no such thing, as the 
two countries are bound together. There is no 
chasm between my arms, my brain, and my 
heart—the whole of the nerves of my body 
go through my body; and so we are not sepa- 
rated from Sagiand. There is no chasm between 
us. We connect them, and they connect us; and 
that action is going on constantly. It is stated 
that the bad feeling in the South and West is 
increasing and intensified. it is perfectly ab- 
surd for men to stand up and tell us that the 
two countries are not connected. [Hear, bear.) 
What sbouid be done is this—no matter about 
the excitement here and there—no matter about 
the action of 200 or 2.00 men. That ought not 
to bring statesmen from the path of duty; but 
they ought to look at them in a different light, 
ana adopt a proper course. [Applause] They 
shouid not let excitement, which follows dis- 
order, frighten them, because, if they acted in 
such a way, they would be only showing that 
they know nothing about the country: You 
think that in the South of Ireland we are ina 
state of absolute rebellion. [No. no.] I could 
not say a word that would seem to palliate the 
crimes that bave been committed. They are a 
disgrace and ashame on our country, and, though 
Lord Hartington spoke the other day in a way 
—— fora — I could pot help but feel 
rprised. could bardly criticise him, because 
I ‘walked 8 the bier and saw his gray-haired 
father, and followed to the grave the man who 
had been murdered in our country. For days 
afterward I cquig hardly look an Englishman iu 
the face, because I thought it was a great stain 
upon our country. I suppose you here will 
think that crime is rampant in the South of Ire- 
land [No, no], but, taking the whole country ail 
round, we are not very — as prosperous, but 
possibly as quiet, as yourselves. The furming 
community in the South of Ireland are as anx- 
ious as the farmers in the North that questions 
opened up should be settled. and that we should 
not waste our time and energy with impractica- 
bie agitation. [Hear, hear.] I tell the Eogiish 
Government this: that the idea of a country 
like Ireiand—a country of different feel 
different history, different prejudices to Euglan 
—the idea of country being governed 
entirely by men who have no coon 
nection with the country except their tem- 
occupation of office, is a perfect absurd- 
Ry [Apoiause. So long as Ireland is governed 
in 1 way, it will only lead to the coutinuation 
of misunderstanding and uupleasautness. and 
the other etceteras that are the result of the 
English administration in > ireland as it is car- 
ried on at present. At present there is no 
lrish Liberal who joccupie¢s any position on the 
Irish Government, and we, the irish members 
of Parliament, are thrown aside.

Sargent, of No. 1803 Olive street, this city, 
announcing her intention of paying St. Louts 
a visit of some weeks’ duration, and of mak- 
ing Mrs. Sargent’s house her home during 
her stay. She arrived last Wednesday 
evening, and was driven by Mrs, Sargent to 
her home, the latter lady also wanting to 
have her visitor’s trunks conveyed with them 
—4 proposition to which, however, Mrs. 
Smith offered strange yet very serious ob- 
jections. Saturday morning Dr. Sargent 
called at police headquarters and made the 
astonishing statement that Mrs. Smith had 
been chloroformed and abducted from her 
room for the purpose, as the Doctor supposed, 
of obtaining possession of $20,000 in cash and 
other valuables which Mrs. Smith had been 
provided with when she started from home.

They went toa housein North Thirteenth 
street, and there tound the lady, who was in- 
dignant at police interference, and said that 
she deemed it suſheient to say that neither 
the police nor public need interest them- 
selves in her affairs, as she was not abduct- 
ed and was acting of her own free will. This 
ended the duty of the officers, who dropped 
the queer case at this.

The mileage is 47,439 for last month, against

find a decrease of a little more than 2 per ceat 
on the earnings, taking miieage as the basis. 

The gain in earnings of the Southwestern 
roads are especially noticeable, and some of 
them are surprising. The Gould Southwestern 
system and the Southern roads generally show 
remarkable improvement. This change is due 
to the fact that the movement of cotton in 
nearly all parts of the South was unusually 
large. The diminished railroad receipts in the 
West and Northwest are due to the severe win- 
ter and the fact that there is now no war of 
rates on trunk lines to induce heavy shipments, 
as there was in January, 1882, wheu the earh- 
ings were exceptionally heavy. The carnings of 
all the Western roads are larger than in 1881. 
and appear small only as compared with the big 
earpings of January, 1882.

THE GUARD OF HONOR, 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 12.—[{Special.]~It 
having been asserted by Cincinnati and Chi- 
cago newspapers that the soldiers guarding 
the remains of the late President are in the 
habit of opening the casket every day before 
making their report, a TKIBUNE correspond- 
ent lately called upon Lieut.

Water Treatment in Typhoid Fever. 

The latest number of the Kevue Scientifique 
contains a paper read before the Academy of 
Medicine last month upon the use of water in 
the treatment of typhoid fever, which deserves 
general attention. The treatment appears to 
have been discovered by a German physician 
named Brand. It consists, substantially, in put- 
ting the patient into a bath warmed to the tem- 

rature of hig body, and then gradually cooling 

t don to sixty Or even forty degrees. The 
effect of this application is said to be magical in 
the immediate amelioration of the fever. The 

tmanent effect of it is best shown 

n the statistics accompanying the paper. 
{fo the French army, between 1875 
and 1880. there were 26.017 
typhoid-fever. Of these, 9,597 died, being a 
mortality of 86.7 per cent. In the corresponding 
ume there were in the German army 14.835 cases 
of typhoid-fever, of whom 1,491 died, a mortality 
ofabput lo per cent. The character of the disease 
was mnen the same in both armies, and the gen- 
eral habits and health of the men the same. 
The only noticeabie difference was that in the 
— army the water treatment was largely 
used. 

An analysis of the statistics or the German 
army affords still more convincing evidence. 
From 1820 to 1844 the rate of mortality for 
typhoid-fever patients was a little over 25 per 
cent. m 1868 to 1874 the rate was 15 per 
cent. In 1862 the chief of the medical staff 
called the attention of the army physi- 
cians to Brand's cold-water treatment. The 
adoption of the new treatment was followed 
by so marked a falling off in the death-rate as 
to lead to its still more general use. In the years 
1874 to 1880 the typbo:d-tever cases ranged from 
1,741 to 3.620 annually, and the mortality fell 
from 12 per cent in 1874 to 8 per cent in 1880. In 
the Second Army Corps the water treatment 
was more thoroughly tested. The death-rate, 
which was 21 in 100, after the introduction of 
this treatment fell off in 1867-"74to 14 per cent, 
and in 1874-"77 to7.8in 100. In the last-named 
year Dr. Abel, a strenuous upboider of the cold 
water treatment, assumed medicai direction of

In 1860 the mortality had been 25 per cent; 

1877 It had been reduced to 7.2 per cent, and dur- 
ing five years following the coming of Dr.

Reports that the Hast-bound Freight 
Rates from This City Are Being Cu 
The Refusal of the Peorta Roads to 
Maintain Mates the Cause of the De- 
moralization. f 
Although the officials of the roads running 

east from this city assert that the regular freight 

rates are being faithfully maintained, yet it is 
asserted by pasties who ought to know that sev- 
eral of the roads are taking business ata cut rate 
of five cents per 100 pounds. The principal cause 
assigned for this is that it is impossible for the 


‘roads east from this city to maintain regular 


rates while they are being cut openly by the 
roads running east from Peoria. The rule is 
tnat the rates front Peoria to Eastern seaboard 
points should be 10 per cent more than the rates 
from Chicago. As the grain rate from Chicago 
to New York is 30 cents per 100 pounds, the rate 
from Peoria should be W cents per 100 pounds. 
But instead of charging’ and maintaining 
this rate they are openly taking bust 
ness at 28 cents per 100 pounds, which 
is two cents less than the rate from Chicago, or 
five cents less than the tariff rate. The rate 
from Missouri River points to Peoria is two 
cents less than the rate to Chicago, and thus the 
Peoria roads can take business from Missouri 
River points to New York at four cents less than 
the prevailing rate via Chicago. By cutting the 
rates from Ohicago five ceats per 100 pounds the 
east-bound roads from this city are simply meet- 
ing the rates made by the Peoria roads. Uniess 
the Chicago roads made such a reduction Mia- 
souri River business would necessarily 
GO BY WAY OF PEORIA, 

and Chicago roads would be left out in the cold. 
Strenuous efforts have been made for some time 
past to induce the east-bound Peoria roads to 
— their business, but without avall, the 

eoria roads interposing all sorts of obstacles, 
for they know too well on which side their bread 


cut the rates and force business over their 
lines. Chicago railroad officials consider it 
rather strange that Com missiooer Fink and the 
trunk lines shouid have rmitted the Peoria 
roads 80 long to delay the formation of an cast- 
bound pool, and thus enable them to get ahead 
of all their competitors. The trunk lines could 
have tf the Peoria roads to maintain 
regular rates and abide by the provisions of the 
east-bound pool if they had a mind to. It is the 
opinion, however, that the trunk lines rather 
favored the diversion of the Missouri River 
business via Peoria, because if the grain went 
to Chicago it might be kept in elevators until 
spring and be shipped then by lake. 

As the matter now stands the Chicago east- 
bound roads are compelled to cut the rates in 
spite of their pooling arrangement if they mean 
to secure a fair ehare of the business. As long 
as shipments were so heavy as to provide all the 
roads with plenty of business there was

the rates. But business has greatly fallen off 
during the last few weeks, and competition be- 
tween the various lines bas again become quite 
active. This competicion bas been incrensed by 
the opening of the “ Nickel-Piate’’ and the 
formation uf a through line to 1 me News, 
Va., by the Chesapeake & Obio and Cincin- 
nati, Indianapolis, St. Louis & Chicago. The 
Chicago & Atiantic will also bein the heid for 
business within a few weeks. It will not be pos- 
sible for these new lines to secure much busi- 
ness against their older rivals at the regular 
rates. The “Nickel-Plate,” which a 
wecks ago when business was quite act- 
ive secured a fair share of the east-bound 
traffic from this city, but now it is getting hardly 
anything. As the old trunk lines find it bard 
work to secure eoough business at the regular 
rates against the competition of the roads from 
Peoriu and other western points, it is easy to see 
that the new lines Will not be able to get any- 
thing uniess they give special inducements to 
shippers. Unless the Peoria roads are compelled 
to pool their business and restore regular tariff 
rates and the new lines from this city east are 
tuken into the Chicago cast-bound pool at once, 
it will not be possible to prevent a general de- 
moralizadon of east-bound freight rates anda 
disruption of the eastbound ports.

The Western Indiana Company Con- 
verts Its Old and Bigid Mortgage into 
a New and Fiexibie One. 

The stockbholder ot the Chicago & Western 
Indiana Ritiroad held a meeting yesterday at its 
office on Washington street for the purpose of 
authorizing the issuance of a new mortgage in 
place of the old one. The old mortgage on the 
property—both main and beit lines—was ten 
millions, and did not allow an increase above 
that amount. Althoug the full $10,000,000 have 
not yet been taken up, it is believed that the 
amount will dave to be exceeded greatly in se- 
curing the extension of the road north from 
Twelfth street and the construction of a new 
union passenger depot. Under the old arrange- 
ment it would not be possible to secure funds for 
these purposes, and it was therefore decided to 
cancel the old mortgage and issue therefor a 
new one for $10,300,000, making it flexible, so 
that the amount can be raisedto any extent if 
it becomes necessary. This mortgage covers 
both the main line and the beit line; but if more 
money is raised it will be used upon main 
line only. The beit line, as already stated, bas 
been leased to the Chicago Belt-Line Company, 
of which Mr. George L. Dunlap is the President, 
for ninety-nine years, ana for whion the West- 
ern Indiana Railroad Company receives an an- 
nual rental of $100,000. All future improve- 
ments on the Belt Line will have to be made by 
the new company. 


Largely-Attended Meeting at Nashville 
in the Interest of the Cincinuati, 
Green River & Nashville Road. 
NASHVILLE, Teon., Feb. 12.—[Special.J—At a 

meeting of citizens held here today in the inter- 
est of the Cincinnati, Green River & Nashville 
Kallroad, the committee appointed at a recent 
meeting recommend that the citizens of Nash- 
ville and Davidson County secure the free right 
of way to the railroad company from the Sum- 
ner County line to and into the City of Nash- 
ville, crossing the Cumberiand River at such 
point as may be determined by the railroad; 
to secure the free right of way through the 
streets of Nashville and along the water-front, 
and also the right of way below the biuff of the 
upper wharf, and with such reasonabie limita- 
tions as may be agreed upon between the rail- 
road com pauy and the City of Nashville; that the 
city autborities be petitioned to grant the road 
a perpetual lease to the city park for the annual 
rental of $100 per annum, and also to three acres 
of land lying adjacent to the park for like con- 
sideration; that the railroad build a suitabie 
bridge across the Cumberland River, which 
bridge shall be used for a free public bighway 
for the travei and traffic of the whole communi- 
ty as well as for the trains of said company, pro- 
vided the city and county shall agree te pay 
their due and proper proportion of the cost of 
said bridge, thereby securing another free 
bridge across the Cumberland. The report was 
adopted, that the citizens of Nashville and 
Davidson County subscribe for 500 bonds of 
said road for Sl. euch, said bonds to 
be the firsts mortgage bond leaving 
6 per cent. per anuum inter At the 
meeting several mercbants and business-men 
made charges of discriminations by the Louis- 
ville & Nashvitie Railroad against Nashville 
merchants.

Reorganization of the Wabash—Its 
Entire Management to Be Piaced in 
the Hands of John E. Carson.

Mapison; Wis., Feb. 12.—[Special.]—Railroad- 
Commissioner Haugben assures THe TRIBUNE 
reporter that the Wisconsin Central Railway did 
not pay the State sufficient license money in the 
year 1882 by $44,762.

Three Hog-Stealers Convicted and an 
Alleged One Declared Innocent. 

The jury in the hog-stealing cases agreed 
upon a verdict about hait-past 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, baving taken nearly forty-eight 
hours to come toa decision. Ne business was 
done in Judge Williamson's court at the foré- 
noon session, every one in the court-room sup- 
posing that the jury would eitheragree or asks 
to be discharged after its long conttmement.
